City, Despite the Oppressive Heat. 


Salt L ake City. Aug. 12.— Midsum­ 
m er heat thinned the annual parade 
of the Grand Arm y of the Republic at 
the 
forty-third 
encampment 
and 
wrought 
suffering 
am ong 
the 
hun­ 
dreds of children who participated in 
the formation of the living flag. 
So 
oppressive was the heat that the living 
flag did not march In the procession. 
At least IOO children and tw enty 
veterans were taken from the street. 
Many recovered as eoon ae they were 
placed in the shade. Those treated at 
the 
em ergency 
stations 
numbered 
about forty, including thirty children 
There were 110 fatalities. Three relief 
stations, attended by trained nurses, 
insured prompt and capable aid for all 
sufferers. 
When the parade started the ther­ 
mometers registered 85 degrees, but 
notwithstanding the discomfort the pa 
rade was a great success. 
The 6000 
aged and bent veterans, walking four 
abreast, wrought patriotic emotions in 
the breasts of more than 100.000 per­ 
sons who saw the spectacle. One of 
the pleasing companies was that of 
the Green mountain bove of Vermont, 
who wore sprigs of pine in their hat 
bands. 
Arkansas had only four veterans in 
line, while 
Illinois had 
the largest 
number marching. 
At the rear cam e a little band whose 
banners evoked the darkest pictures 
of the Civil War. On white banners 
the watchers read “ Libby.” '‘Ander­ 
sonville.” 
"M acon,- 
“ T yler.” 
"Belle 
Isle” and the names of other Confed 
erate prisons. The division consisted 
of the form er prisoners of war. 
The column was 
strictly military. 
T he Fifteenth infantry. U. 8. A., from

FIGHTING FROST IN ORCHARDS 


Devices In Ute by Fruit Growers In 
Colorado. 
Frost season comes twice a year. 
The first is over; the last is in the fu­ 
ture. 
But It is never too late to pre 
pare for the next season. Early In the 
spring of the current year several Colo­ 
rado fruit growers equipped their or­ 
chards with the so called California 
oil orchard heaters. 
One man who 
tries! the pots bought enough equip­ 
ment to protect ten acres. 
He was 
new at the work and did not have 


heater f o r Br BXDC o coal. 
proper oil, so a portion of the time he 
was obliged to bura kerosene. 
But in 
spite of the fact that the thermometer 
fell to 23 for three or four nights in 
succession ne was able to save the en­ 
tire crop of apples on the protected 
area, while the fruit on the rest of his 
orchard which was uot so protected 
was entirely lost. 
The expense fur 
equipment aud labor iu this case was 
about $1.4J0O. but it resulted in an 
$8,000 crop. This was certainly cheap 
insurance, and the pots are ready fur 
future use. 
In another orchard the 
owner succeeded in saving an enor­ 
mous crop of fruit, while just acron* 
a barbed wire fence in adjoining or 
thirds the crop was an entire loss. 
Since then a number of forms of 
heaters, both coal and oil, have l*een 
Invented, and many people have equip 
ped themselves with these appliances 
The oil heaters, which were firM ssed. 
are about the size and form of a ten 
pound lard pal! made of light sh*vt

Culture of Chiv**. 
The culture of this plant is simple. 
as it will grow in any ordinary gar 
den soil. 
It is usually propagated by 
division of the roots, because it does 
not seed readily. The roots or clumps 
of roots m ay Im* purchased at moderate 
prices. The clumps should be planted 
in beds about nine inches apart in 
rows which are two feet apart.

Great excitement has prevailed in 
Gettysburg and all over the county 
since it was learend here on Thursday 
evening that an escaped murderer who 
jumped from a rapidly moving poteen - 
ger train near York whs supposed to 
be heading in this direction. 
Chs 
fugitive escaped from Sheriff Hager of 
Cecil County, Maryland, 
who had 
brought him all the way from Santa 
Rosa California, where he had given 
himself up. 
Detective Wilson ran 
down numerous clues all of which do 
far have found to be false. 
The man who has confessed to h is 
guilt is 28 years of age, 5 feet, 8 in ­ 
ches in 
height, 
weight about Mo 
pounds, wears a gray suit, hat and 
shirt, no collar or necktie and has a 
slight growth of hair on his chin. 
Sheriff Hager, from whom the man 
made his escape, 
learned that his 
charge was making his way toward 
Adams County and Thursday afternoon 
drove from Hanover to Hunterstown 
and from there to Granite Station, 
later returning to Hanover. 
Shortly 
after he le t Granite Station, Mr. 
Job a tm *■ I- * i’h of that place saw a 
n a i answering the description and 
had a short talk w ith him but did 
not know he was wanted for anything 
Later in the evening. 
Mrs. 
Stall- 
smitb saw him again and Detective 
Wilson was at once notified 
Mr. 
Wilson spent a busy evening 
notifying all points iii the county to 
be on the look out for the man and 
laying his lines for the fugitive. The 
night freights were closely watched, 
but no trace of the man was found 
This morning it was believed that 
the man was to la* caught. Word was 
received from Two Taverns that a man 
answering exactly the description of 
the murderer had !>een there and was 
on 
his way to Barlow. 
Detective 
Wilson and Burgess Hoitzworth at 
once started in a team for that section. 
Sheriff 
Hager was al*o following 
up the man who proved to he the same 
as the one who whs Men at Granite 
and 
the 
officers caught him near 
the home of W illiam Keefunver near 
Mount Joy church. 
The clue proved 
to lie false however, though there were 
some points of sim ilarity between the 
suspected 
man and the one really 
wanted. 


Bonneauville, 
Hunterstown, 
and 
other place* in the county also sent in 
reports of suspicious characters tieing 
seen lait these clues also proved false. 
Several strangers in Gettysburg were 
under close surveillance for ? time but 
later allowed *o go. 


A wire from York to The Times 
this afternoon states that there is 
nothing new in the case to report. 


SLEW FARM HAND 
Johnson, the fugitive, was employ­ 
ed as a farm hand in Cecil county, 
about 12 miles from Elkton. 
He and 
James McAllister, 
a man from a 
neighboring farm, disappeared on the 
afternoon of May 81, and a week later 
McAllister’s body wa* found in the 
woods nearby, 
partly covered with 
brush and leaves. 
Bis head was ter­ 
ribly gashed, indicating clearly that 
he had been murdered, and search was 
begun for Johnson, $100 reward being 
offered for his capture. 
Early 
in 
July the man gave himself up to the 
authorities at Santa Rosa, saying that 
his crime was haunting him. 
Sheriff 
Hager started with requisition papers 
for the prisoner. 
The whole way across the contineu! 
Johnson gave the officer no trouble. 
The youth was a slow speaking and 
apparently mild mannered youth, and 
the sheriff made every effort to make 
the long trip as comfortable as poe 
sible for both. 
Whenever it was po* 
sible, stops were made over night at 
cities or towns along the route, and 
Johnson was placed in the local jail 
while the sheriff obtained much need 
ed rest at a hotel. 
When it was nee 
easary ta. spend the night upon the 
Arain the prisoner slept in his shackles. 
-Occasionally he wawpermifttfd-.alight 
iberties, aud when.rn-day • journeyW 


home, he asked to have his irons re-1 
moved for a few minutes while he j 
made bis toilet. Hager complied. 
LEAPED FROM PLATFORM 
Both men occupied bunks on a sleep­ 
er. which was the rear car of the ex­ 
press, leaving York at 7.55 o’clock, 
Thursday 
morning. 
Just 
beyond 
York Johnson requested that his leg 
irons tie removed that he might go to 
the wash room. 
This was done and a 
few* minutes later the prisoner asked to 
have his hands freed while he entered 
the toilet. 
Hager removed the hand­ 
cuffs and was busying himself with 
his own toilet when a small 
boy. 
another passenger on the car, came 
running up to him with the startling 
information that bis prisoner had 
slipped out of the toilet room Lind 
jumped tram the rear platform. 
At this time the train was proceed 
ing at so high a rate of s|«ed that 
Hager could not at first believe the 
story, but rushing to the toilet room 
he found it empty. 
f lie offerer then 
summoned the conductor as quickly as 
possible, asking that lite train be 
stopped in order that he might take 
up the search 
He says the conductor 
declined to do this, stating that he 
could get back as quickly as any other 
way by going on to New Freedom. 
about 20 miles south of Yolk, where 
the train made its only regular stop 
between York and Baltimore. 
He bad no alternative and did not 
reach York in time to notify the au­ 
thorities before 9.3*£by which time the 
man had gotten a good start A pur 
suing posse was at once formed and 
the search started.

The forest fires which have been 
destroying much valuable timberland 
on South Mountain for the past few 
days have at last been conquered after 
doing great damage. The flames were 
finally extinguished Thursday night. 
For several days there raged on the 
South Mountain south and west of 
Carlisle, two 
forest 
fires of great 
magnitude. 
I be one was larger than 
the other and the smaller was on the 
mountains just hock of Mount Holly 
Spring*, while the other traversed 
thousand of acres of burned over 
and 
fresh timberland just across the ridge 
from I Leesburg and southeast 
from 
Shippensburg. 
The fire started on the range of hills 
few rn lien north of Pine Grove Fur­ 
nace last Monday night, and a force 
of men from that place went to fight 
it. 
Fire linen were built to prefect 
the southern sections, and the winds 
turned the flames to tbs north. 
With 
the assistance of the winds, and the 
vegetation and foliage on the moun 
lain tops as well a9 in the low lands 
being parched and dried by the exces­ 
sive heat aad dry weather of the past 
several weeks, the fire traveled at an 
alarming pace. and by Tuesday night 
had reached the last range of bills 
overlooking the Cumberland Valley. 
On three ends of the mountains taper­ 
ing to an end in the Valley the flames 
could easily be seen. 
The greater part of the ground burn­ 
ed over was the same as traversed by 
the fires of last spring, and the damage 
ill not he so great.

QUARREL OYER WATER SITES 


Secretary cf Interior Accused of Ignor­ 
ing Roosevelt Policy of Conserving 


Natural Resources of tho Country. 


Ta ft May Investigate. 


W ashington, Aug. 13.—In the ab­ 
sence 
of 
President Taft, Secretary 
Ballinger, Secretary Wilson and Gif­ 
ford Plnchot, chief of the forestry di­ 
vision in the departm ent of agricul­ 
ture, the outcome of the controversy 
between Mr. Pinched and Secretary 
Ballenger is a m atter of speculation in 
W ashington. There are rumors that it 
may lead to the retirem ent of both 
principals—Mr. Ballinger from his po­ 
sition as secretary of the interior and 
Mr. Plnchot from the forestry service. 
Mr. Wilson, the veteran secretary of 
agriculture, may also become unpleas­ 
antly involved lf he stands by the po­ 
sition of his subordinate, Mr. Plnchot. 
Roundabout information from Bev­ 
erly is to the effect that President 
Taft has as yet taken no cognizance 
of Mr. PlBchot’a criticism of Secretary 
Ballingers policy regarding the with­ 
drawal of public lands that was or 
dered by former President Roosevelt 
to conserve the water rights located 
within them. 
Origin of tbs Trouble. 
The trouble began over the with- 
drawal of nearly a million acres of 
public domain hy order of President 
Roosevelt, through Secretary of the 
Interior Garfield. When Mr. Ballinger 
entered upon his office as secretary of 
the interior be rovoked this order, on 
the ground that the lands had no* 
been legally withdrawn for forest re 
serves but for the purpose of prest nt- 
ing the grabbing of water rights by 
alleged electric power trusts The mat­ 
ter was brought to President Taft's a - 
teatton and he directed the re with 
drawal of aueh lands as came clearly 
under the law for withdrawal. 
It is now claimed that only 25.000 
of the million acres have been with 
drawn and that what is knows as th* 
“power trust” has been busy locating 
power sites on much of the remainder. 
President Taft directed that the geo­ 
logical survey make investigation and 
report where power sites are located 
on the public domain, and indicated 
that he would protect them from being 
monopolized by any trust. 
It is thought here that the president 
will make this controversy a subject 
of thorough 
Investigation 
when he 
goes on his extended western trip next 
month. 
If be continues of the sam 
opinion he was last spring, when the 
withdrawal of land* was first present­ 
ed to him, he will probably stand b' 
Secretary’ Ballinger, as he th<»n 
lieved that the withdrawal of land un 
der the forestry reserve act for the 
purpose of conserving water right** 
wan not exactly in accordancy with the 
law. 
The differences between Secretary 
Ballinger and Mr. Pinchot are so acute 
that It is surmised here that the lat 
ter will have to leave the service if 
Mr. Ballinger is sustained by the pres 
idsnt. 
Should Secretary Wilson back 
up his chief of the forestry service 
he may be asked to resign from th* 
cabinet.

H arry K. Thaw s latest attempt to gain 
his liberty met with complete and dis­ 
heartening 
defeat 
when 
Supreme 
Court Justice Isaac lf. Mills dismissed 
the writ of habeas corpus, and de 
d ared that ‘‘the release of the peti­ 
tioner would be dangerous to the pub­ 
lic peace and safety.” The signing of 
an order sending Thaw hack to Mat- 
teawan la all that rem ains to complete 
the failure of this latest appeal to the 
courts 
All the contentions of hie old adver­ 
sary. District Attorney Jerome, are 
supported, and it 
is 
declared that 
Thaw is still Insane, still suffering 
from persistent delusions, and still 
as much a paranoiac as os the day 
he 9hot Stanford White. 


Will Continue Fight For Liberty. 
Thaw received the i s w i with an 
outward 
calmness 
which 
appeared, 
however, more forced than real. The 
members of hie family and hie at­ 
torney seemed stunned by the thor 
oughness of their defeat. 
Thaw con­ 
tented himself with the assertion that 
he was not disheartened, and would 
et once continue hie fight for liberty 
“ My next efforts.” he said, “will he 
centered upon the court of appeals, 
through which I expect to secure a 
hearing before a jury la my effort to 
have my com mitment to Metteawan 
set aside.” 


Justice Mille* Opinion. 
Justice Mills In hie opinion reaches 
three formal conclusions: That Thaw 
was insane when he killed W hite; that 
he has not yet recovered, and that 
public peace and safaty would ha an- 
dangered by Betting him at large. Ha 
upholds 
District 
Attorney Jerom e's 
contentions that Thaw still c h e d ite s 
delusion regarding the practices of 
Stanford W hite and bis associates He 
characterizes Evelyn Thaw s tale of 
the Madison Square tower room, and 
similar stories about Whit# told at 
the sanity hearing, aa “wild and gross­ 
ly Improbable, evidently to any normal 
mind grossly exaggerated.” He asserts 
his belief in the testimony of Susan 
Merrill regarding Thaw's alleged per­ 
vert practices, and points out the con 
trast between Thaw's chivalrous atti­ 
tude as a protector of young Ameri 
can womanhood and his private life. 
Justle* Mills expressed deep ayin 
pathy for .Mrs. Mary P apier Thaw. 
the prisoner’s mother, and h*r exposi­ 
tion of the “horrors of M etteawan’ 
on the stand evidently prompted his 
recommendation that Thaw b# allowed 
greater privileges at that institution. 
At the same tim e he gently chided 
Mrs. Thaw for her censure of District 
Attorney Jerome, of whom he said: 
“ I find no evidence of any heartless 
ness or undue zeal on his part.” 
Not the least significant lectern e 
In Justice Mill’s decision. In the opin­ 
ion of lawyers here, is one which de­ 
clares that Thaw ’s '‘delusions had be­ 
come fixed and established prior to 
the time of his m arriage.” It is pointed 
out that this sentence may. lf desired. 
prove grounds for proceedings by M n. 
Evelyn Thaw for the annulment of her 
marriage. 
Thaw's Mother Flays Jerome. 
Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw gave out 
the following statem ent: 
"I^et no one imagine for a moment 
on reading this opinion of Judge Mills 
that it means a victory for the district 
attorney of the county of New York. 
“One by 
one 
the delusions with 
which he and his alienists started out 
were proven, each by the mouths of 
several witnesses to be stubborn facts, 
that would not down at his bidding. 
“ Every prop was taken from under 
that arrogant, vindictive persecutor of 
a sane acquitted men. 
“So bailed was he that when he 
rose to make hie closing speech (for 
argum ent it was not), he had more the 
appearance of a schoolboy compelled 
to say a 
piece than the sometimes 
courageous, m ature sophist who domi­ 
nates the courts of his own judicial 
district, except when wealthy malefac 
tors are under trial. 
“It 
is 
impossible to fathom 
the 
workings of the human mind, and so 
the reason for this totally unexpected 
and cruel decision of the trial judge 
must remain a mystery. 
Meanwhile. 
my son. my daughter and I have no 
alternative but to take up again the 
burden I had every reason to believe 
was behind us forever. We. exiled from 
our two homes and all the regular 
flow of life. will remain close to the 
gate, and so help the son and brother 
to endure an existence which, if per 
petual. would be far worse than death 
itself, trusting in 
G ods overruling 
providence in His own good time to 
vindicate the right."

SHETLAND PONIES. 


Raised With Profit In Several States. 
Their Good Point*. 
Tile business of 
nixing Shetland 
ponies has become 
i 1 ^ able and Im­ 
portant industry i i i s e v e r a l slates. The 
little animals seem lo Unite better in 
the northern and middle states than 
In the extreme south, doubtless be­ 
cause of their origin iii the rigorous 
climate of the Shetland islands. This 
Is true only with reference to their 
breeding, for the Shetland pony is a 
true cosmopolitan, at home in all lands 
and In all climes, and is perhaps un­ 
equaled by any other animal In points 
of bardiness and endurance. 
In de­ 
scribing a Shetland’s jmints an author­ 
ity writ*** as follows: 
“The head should not lie loo fine, 
and the eye should l>e 1 
anent, the 
ears of good size aud set well forward. 
The neck is thick and crested high up, 
so that the impression is conveyed 
that the crest extends right up to the 
ears. This gives appearances of great 
strength in the neck aud, added to the 
broad shoulders, enables the pony to 
draw great weights. The neck should 
be of goo*! length and the back, of 
course, short. 
The rit7 should be very 
well sprung, any Indication of slab- 
sided ness flavoring of the Icelander. 
The quarters should be as round as 
an apple and the tail set on moderately 
high 
In short, the Shetland pony should 
pass 
muster when judged by 
the 
points of a horse, and there must be 
no appearance of delicacy about him. 
Nothing effeminate will do for a Shet­ 
land stallion. A poor neck is a fatal 
fault, and for the same reason nothing 
coarse will do fo ra mare.
